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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 



2. Claims 1-6 and 9-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Nejigaki et al (4912152). 

'152 teaches a one-pack thermosetting composition that comprises a polyisocyanate, a 
hydrazide such as adipic acid dihydrazide or semicarbazide (4:1-26) in the form of a finely 
ground solid (diameter of 50 u or less (5:54-60), wherein the composition is stable and storable 
at RT for up to 120 days (see Test I), but reactive at 80-200 degrees C (5:48-53) and which can 
be used in coatings, adhesives and sealants (see Abstract). At 100-120 degrees C, the 
composition cures in 4 or fewer minutes (see Table I). The equivalent ratio of 
isocyanate:hydrazide is 0.3-5 (5:20-26). The particle diameter, cure profile and equivalent ratio 
overlap with applicant's claimed values. 

The subject matter as a whole would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in 
the art at the time the invention was made to have selected the overlapping portion of the range 
disclosed by the reference because overlapping ranges have been held to be a prima facie case of 
obviousness. See In re Malagari 182 USPQ 549. 
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3. Claims 1 and 13-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Levine (3014009). 

'009 teaches carbohydrazide as a curing agent for an epoxy, wherein the mixture is stable 
at 40 degrees F, but cures at 275-310 degrees F (1:10-2:26, 5:1-7). The cure T overlaps that 
claimed by applicant. 

4. Claims 1, 7, 10 and 13-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
WO 97/ 19124. 

'124 teaches a powder composition that is stable at RT, but which reacts to form a 
coating at 100-260 degrees C, which comprises an epoxy and oxybis benzene 
sulphonylhydrazide (pp 1-12). The curing T overlaps that claimed by applicant. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 5 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 



a) Claims 5 and 7: are dependent on claim 4, but claim species other than those in claim 4. 
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Claim Objections 

7. Claim 17 is objected to because of the following informalities: hydrogenix. Appropriate 
correction is required.

8. The title of the invention is too long. A new title is required.
